On  Tuesday,  May  5,  the  Jewish  Community  of  Ottawa  joined  Canadian  Jewry  in  a National  Day  of  Prayer  for 
the  Welfare  of  the  Jews  in  Soviet  Russia.  The  Special  Service  held  at  Congregation  Beth  Shalom  was  addressed 
in  moving  fashion  by  Rabbi  S.  M.  Zambrowsky  of  Montreal,  chairman.  National  Religious  Welfare  Committee  of  Ca- 
nadian Jewish  Congress.  Prayers  were  offered  by  Rabbis  Simon  L.  Eckstein,  J.  Benjamin  Fricdbcrg  and  Abraham 
Rubin.  The  Hillel  Academy  Choir  sang  a psalm  and  Eve  Schnitzer,  one  of  the  senior  pupils  spoke  for  the  Jewish 
children  of  Ottawa.

The  Keynote  Dinner  of  the  1964  United  Jewish  Appeal  to  be 
held  on  Tuesday,  May  12  at  7:00  P.M.  at  the  Jewish  Community 
Centre  will  bring  to  Ottawa  one  of  the  most  colourful  figures  in 
Canadian  public  life  and  a guest  artist  who  has  won  international 
acclaim. 

The  Honourable  George  Hees,  P.C.,  former  Minister  of  Trade 
and  Commerce  and  President  of  the  Montreal  and  Canadian  Stock 
Exchanges  will  be  the  guest  speaker-  He  has  recently  returned  from 
Israel  and  his  first-hand  observations  of  that  country  are  eagerly 
awaited. 

Theodore  Bikel,  one  of  the  great  names  in  the  theatrical  world 
today  will  be  the  guest  artist.  A celebrated  actor  and  folk-singer, 
Mr.  Bikel  enjoys  an  international  reputation  for  his  numerous 
motion  pictures,  television  appearances,  Broadway  plays,  record- 
ings and  concert  tours. 


Jules  Loeb,  general  chairman  of 
the  1964  Campaign  and  his  Execu- 
tive Committee  expect  an  unusually 
large  audience  in  view  of  the  out- 
standing nature  of  the  program. 
Those  planning  to  attend  who  have 
not  yet  purchased  their  tickets  are 
urged  to  make  their  reservations 
immediately  by  calling  232-7306, 
since  space  is  at  a premium. 

The  Keynote  Dinner  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  has  tradi- 
tionally been  regarded  as  the  one 
occasion  during  the  year  when  the 
community  gathers  to  express  its 
solidarity  and  its  confidence  in  the 
future.  Tuesday  night’s  function 
will  be  especially  noteworthy. 

In  1964,  the  United  Jewish  Ap- 
peal seeks  to  raise  a minimum  of 
$377,000  for  the  movement  of  im- 
migrants to  Israel,  for  integration 
and  absorption,  for  relief  and  re- 
habilitation in  Europe,  North 
Africa  and  the  Middle  East  and  for 
local  Jewish  educational  and  recre- 
ational services. 

Commitments  made  at  the  two 
pre-campaign  functions  held  re- 
cently are  encouraging.  The  basic 
minimal  needs  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal’s  beneficiaries  at 
home  and  abroad  are  finding  a 
warm  response  and  a definite  trend 
towards  increased  voluntary  giving 
on  the  part  of  the  majority  of 
donors  has  been  established. 

The  committee  is  hopeful  that 
this  trend  will  continue  and  that 
the  campaign  will  gain  impetus  as 
it  moves  into  the  final  weeks  of 
concentrated  activity.  The  objective 
reflects  the  basic  minimum  amount 
of  dollars  required  to  meet  over- 
seas commitments  and  to  operate 
Jewish  communal  institutions  in 
Ottawa.  It  is  realistic  and  attainable 
if  every  member  of  the  community 
shoulders  his  share  of  the  respon- 
sibility. 

Commenting  on  this  year’s  needs, 
Mr.  Loeb  said  that  “at  this  moment 
there  are  over  three-quarter  of  a 
million  people  who  desperately 
need  U.J.A.  help.  Immigration  into 
Israel  is  continuing  in  large  num- 
bers for  the  fourth  consecutive 
year,  while  there  are  still  hundreds 
of  thousands  of  earlier  arrivals  who 
have  not  yet  been  fully  absorbed 
into  the  economic  and  social  life 
of  the  country.” 

“Another  critical  area,”  he  con- 
tinued, “exists  in  France,  where 
over  165,000  refugees  from  North 
Africa  have  gathered  in  the  last 
few  years.  Thousands  of  others  in 
North  Africa  and  the  Middle  East 
would  literally  starve  without  the 
soup  kitchens  and  material  aid

New  Counsellor 
of  Israel  Arrives 

The  arrival  of  Matityahu  Dagan 
to  take  up  his  new  post  as  Counsellor 
of  the  Embassy  of  Israel  in  Ottawa 
has  been  announced  by  His  Excel 
lency  Gershon  Avner,  Ambassador 
of  Israel  to  Canada.  Mr.  Dagan  suc- 
ceeds Max  M.  Varon  who  is  now 
Ambassador  of  Israel  to  Burma. 

A Sabra  by  birth,  Mr.  Dagan’s 
grandfather  was  one  of  the  original 
group  of  settlers  who  came  to  Pa- 
lestine in  1882. 

Educated  in  Israel  and  active  in 
the  Haganah,  he  subsequently  served 
in  the  British  Army  where  he  rose 
to  the  rank  of  Major.  During  the 
Italian  Campaign,  he  commanded 
an  infantry  company  of  the  Jewish 
Brigade. 

After  the  war,  he  was  a staff 
officer  in  the  Haganah.  When  the 
Israel  Defence  Forces  were  created, 
he  was  the  commander  of  an  infantry 
brigade  with  the  rank  of  Colonel. 

Mr.  Dagan  joined  the  Israel  For- 
eign Service  in  1959  and  has  held 
consular  posts  in  Chicago  and  Dallas. 
He  comes  to  Ottawa  from  Israel, 
where  for  the  past  two  years  he  was 
the  Director  of  Personnel  in  the 
Foreign  Ministry. 

Mr.  Dagan  is  married  and  has 
three  children  and  two  grandchildren. 
He  will  be  joined  by  his  wife  and 
sixteen  year-old  daughter  in  mid- 
July.

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During  my  recent  visit  to  Israel,  I participated  in  the  sessions 
of  the  Actions  Committee  of  the  Jewish  Agency.  Grave  concern 
was  expressed  by  these  leaders  from  the  Diaspora  and  Israel  for 
the  survival  of  world  Jewry  in  view  of  the  dangers  of  assimilation 
and  disintegration.  They  concluded  that  only  through  intensified 
Jewish  education,  through  an  awareness  of  the  unique  character 
of  the  Jewish  people  and  the  central  role  of  the  religious  element 
in  our  structure  could  we  hope  to  stem  the  tide  that  threatens  to 
engulf  us. 

In  Canada,  the  rate  of  intermarriage  is  indeed  cause  for  anxiety. 
In  Quebec,  the  figure  is  6%  where  either  bride  or  groom  was  non- 
Jewish  and  did  not  convert;  in  Ontario,  22%;  the  Prairies,  28%; 
British  Columbia,  35%;  the  Maritimes,  51%. 

What  kind  of  future  do  you  envision  for  yourself  and  for 
your  children  ? It  is  within  your  power  to  take  positive  action  now 
by  giving  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  the  fullest  measure  of  your 
support  and  co-operation.  The  U.J.A.  provides  funds  for  our 
Talmud  Torahs,  Day  School  and  the  other  agencies  which  strengthen

“Today,  they  met  me  at  the  Mandelbaum  Gate  and  after 
lunch,  I climbed  Mount  Zion  and  also  visited  King  David’s  Tomb 
as  well  as  the  Dormition  Shrines.  It  has  all  been  lovely  — and 
tomorrow,  I go  to  the  Hebrew  University,  the  Hadassah  Hospital 
and  the  Hadassah  — WIZO  Youth  Project.  Then  to  Caesarea 
and  to  the  Sea  of  Galilee.  Wednesday,  I go  to  Nazareth  and  Tel 
Aviv.  The  Ambassador  is  giving  a dinner  for  me  on  Wednesday 
night  and  Thursday,  I fly  to  Athens  and  home. 

“I  just  cannot  believe  Jerusalem  — old  city  or  new.  I have 
to  have  dinner  with  you  all  when  I get  back  ”
